That any student who has 
been conditioned in -'o pi‘r cent of 
his work in any teriii. or who lias 
standing against him conditions 
uiiioiinting to .'ill per cent of Ills total 
work, shall be automatically siis 
pended from the university, and tlie 
registrar sliull not register sucli stu- 
dent for any work in tlie university 
until the student has satislled the 
Committee on Conditions and Failures 
and gotten their consent in writing' 
to the regi.strar for siicli registration " I

WISCONSIN AND KENTUCKY. | 

The State of Wisconsin has in the j 
last decade leaped Into the forefront, j 
In education and political reform it , 
Is wise to be a follower of that state. : 
On last Monday inornliig this wus^ 
found in an editorial eolumii of the 
Courier-Journal: 

"The authorUies of the University 
of Wisconsin have been Impressed by j 
Thomas A. Edison's theory that mov- 
ing pictures In the schools will make 
an end to truancy. The extension de- 
partment of the university Is arrang- 
ing to install "movies” in the scliools 
of WTsconsln. ' 

“The University Is accumulating a 
large moving-picture library which Is 
to be circulated among tiie schools 
free of cost. Films ina.v be had on 
reijuest but every school will be r«'- 
gnlred to have Us own picture mu 
chine. This, it is estimated, costs in 
(he neighborhood of |1(M). .Most of 
the details of the plan have been ar- 
ranged and the schools already are 
making application for the univer- 
sity's Him service." 

This is a meager instance of the 
Wisconsin Idea of progress. 

A North central state, young and 
vivacious, continues the lead and is 
not looking back. Can it be doubted 
that their inlerest in Ihe training of 
childhood and (be education of their 
young men and women is the cause of 
the good name lately attached to the 
people of Wisconsin'? The educated 
young men went to the legislature in 
that htate and have been going. The 
laws are considered before pas.sage 
by men whose aim is a grander coin 
nionwealth. When tlie educated in 
Kentucky, as a rule, don't go to help 
make laws, the various other kind.-’ 
of the ellizeu.shl|) are obliged to |>lay 
the rule of soloii. 

To continue tlie story a sliort dis- 
tance we find President Barker com- 
paring the two. 

Wisconsin gives as inucli in a single 
year to Its State University that Ken- 
tucky gives In thirty-three years. “For 
1912-1913 llie state of Kentucky gave 
to the University |13(i,7l)3.27, and fur 
the same year the Uliy of lanilsvilic 
gave its High Scliool IlK.'i.uim. In 
other words, a sniull |>ortion of llie 
State gives its high school $t.^,nnn 
more per uniiuni tliun tlie whole Uuin- 
inunwealth gives to its great univer- 
sity," said tlie president to Ihe Ken- 
tucky l.a!glsluture. 

Tliese are glaring stuteiiieuts. Wliu 
is responsible? What will remedy the 
trouble? Ignorance will not. Idle ed- 
ucation has nut. Talking about it and 
excusing ourselves will never do it 
Tlie only way to remedy is to act and 
remedy.

This mingling 
not only develops an interest and dt^ 
pendence but also enables each class 
to learn the viewpoints, needs and 
natures of men in different social posi- 
tions. Without this knowledge, labor 
and caiiital, cliiircli and the laity or 
olty and college are ever in discord 
and soelety us a whole suH'ers us u 
result. 

It is u strange fact that (leople are 
InspinsI often more by the men and 
women who reiiresenl u cause than by 
the cause itself. I’urticipaitoii of pub- 
lic icil/.ens in student uffulrs iiKTeuse 
the interest of students in public af- 
fairs and vice versa. This co-o|M‘ru- 
tion means increased progress, better 
understanding, and fraternal feeling, 
.lust so lung us we continue to treat 
each sect or urgaiii/^itiun us aliens, so 
lung will strained and niinuturul re- 
lations e.xlst. Articulation means 
service and service means true (iro- 
gress. What we as college men and 
women wish to empha.size is this: 
What is the public interest is our in- 
terest. your pndilems are our proh 
leins. Uor aid rendered by the Stale 
We are willing to render ussisLunce in 
meeting the needs of our Uoinmoii' 
wealth In any and all pu.ssllde ways.
